2°4 chance is connected to Mr Gans request, who | knew through Dan in New York in 
1998 at the Dylan/Morrison shows, to send him some of the photos | took along the 
way for so many years in so different places, at Mr Dylan’s shows. Either case, | guess 
you should know that is a shot I did. 


Now that my vinyl order of Rough & Rowdy Ways arrived, | was stunned and pleased 
to see that my shot was part of the album photos. | am not a photographer, or, better 
said, photography is not what I do for a living.
